Market conditions generally for the past 
month were unaltered. Sales of good clear 
liquid were satisfnetory, auy offering 
moving off freely at late rates. The posi- 
tion, however, so far as any too dark for 
ordinary grocer's trade, or rejeeted by 
wholesale bottling houses was difficult, and 
other avenues of disposal had to bo sought, 
which meant concession rates to induce 
sales, 

During the past month heavy shipments, 
totalling many thousands of tins, were 
landed from Adeinido at n cost, including 
all expenses, of not moro than 7124. per Ib.

Rearing of Queen-Bees, 


(Ву A. B. TRYTHALL, Apiarist, 
Ruakura Farm of Instruelion, ) 


The most vital point in successful ben- 
keeping is to ensure that cach colony is 
headed by а good queen. "The traits in a 
queen-bee’s character are just ns hereditary 
and the degrees between good and bai 
just ns great as in any other kind of stock, 
А quoen-bee should ba prolilie, of good size, 
colour, and shape, and keep her brood-nest 
compaet and solid. Her progeny should ће 
good honey-gatherers, disease-resisters, ro- 
luetant swarmers, good-tempered, robber- 

g, of good colour, and not given to 
building too much hraee-ecmb or collecting 
too much propolis. 


"The only way to seeure queens with as 
many of these traits as possible is to per- 
sistently breed from stock showing (еко 
qualities, If in the apiary there is a 
colony whieh stand out pre-eminently above 
all others that is the one tu breed from. If 
there are none that are satisfactory it іч 
advisable to send to a reputable queen- 
breeder for ns many as one ean afford, 
and after testing them in one's own apiary 
breed from tho best. It is not necessary to 
he constantly buying breeding-queens, as 
each importation may alter one's standard, 
nor is it always advisable to breed from i 
queen before fully testing her, as it is 
quite possible the’ bee-keeper may have a 
better one among his own stock. 


It is best to breed only from pure Italian 
queens whose correct, mating hus been 
assured. Novices ean judge the mating by 
noting the uniformity of the hatching 
brood as regards colour, Should the young 
bees show diversity of colour—some being 
yellow-banded and others quite black—the 
inaling has not been correct. 


"Tho question of mating is always a difi 

ult one, as queens mate vn the wing, and 
therefore it is impossible for the npiarist 
to select the sires. But as purebred queens, 
even though mismated, throw pure drones, 
it only takes n comparatively short time 
to eliminate crossbred drones from an 
npinry. There is, however, still tho chance 
of contamination from other drones in the 
neighbourhood, 


To sum wp the matter; Ву porsistontly 
breeding from tho bost it ix possible fo 
achieve wonderful results, whilo undor enro- 
less mnnngemont, or, ns ia ofton tho caso, 
no manngement at al, bees are sure tO 
deteriora 


Methods of queon-renring nre toglon, 
but may be roughly divided into twa classes 
—namely those whieh use the naturally 


built qu olls and those which neceasl- 
tate tho of artificial quoon-eups 
inte wh Лагун are transforred. 


The former method is most suitable for 
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beginners, or for use early in the season, 
ns it minimises the risk of chill to young 
larvie; while the second method is used 
largely by beekeepers who want to rear 
queens in greater numbers. Аз an-example 
of the first method I will briefly deseribe 
what is known as the *'Stewart method’ 
(after the noted queen-breeder, Mr R. 
Stewart, of Crookston, Otago), and how to 
carry it out, 


THE STEWART METHOD. 


In autumn or very early spring place а! 


comb containing a fair number of drone 
cells in the centre of the brood-nest of one 
or more of your best Italian colonies other 
than that headed by the choice queen it 
js desired to breed from, so as to get very 
early nnrelated drones. By getting pu 
Ttnlian drones flying before Black drones 
in a district it is possible to get a larger 
percentage of pure matings than would 
otherwise be possible, If in going throngh 
Black or inferior colonies at thisytime 
drone-brood is found to be in existence it 
is best to either remove it or to place a 
drone-trap at the entrance of such hives. 


Weight of evidence goes to prove that 
Black drones are either more alert or active 
or less susceptible to cold than Italians, 
and therefore it is necessary, if we wish to 
Ttnlianise to eliminate Black drones as 
much as possible. My experience is that 
early batehes of queens are the most likely 
to show the highest percentage of mis 

ings, and an Ttalian apiary left to its 
own devices is almost sure to revert to the 
Black type in fime. 


By judieious feeding or otherwise work 
one of your strongest colonies—which will 
be called No. l—in early spring until it 
has bees in two hive-bodies for preference 
Аз soon as drone-brood is beginning to 
hatch out of the combs inserted for the 
purpose, as mentioned, go through the 
hive, find the queen, and place her in the 
top story with two frames of young brood 
and stores, leaving the remainder of the 
Drood below, and place a queen-exeluder be- 
tween tho bodies. 


In three days’ timo go to the hive— 
whieh will be called Мо, —containing the 
choice queen which it is desired to breed 
from, taking with you a nico clean comb 
that has not been used for brood-rearing 
more than once or twice, and insert it right 
into the middle of tho brood-nest for the 
queen to lay in. 


In a further five days’ time return fo 
No. 1 nnd remove tho top body with queen 
and bees to a now stand—No. 3—where 
-they enn remain permanently to build up to 
full strength again. Return to No. 1 and 
examine vory earefully every brood-frams 
(о see if any queen-cells have been started 
if во, romovo every one without exception. 


Now osehange an empty frame from this 
hive with the special framo from No. 2 
whioh was placed there five days previ- 
ously. "his frame, wh 
tain eggs nnd probabl 


is treated as follows:—With a sharp knife 
cut a strip off the bottom of the comb 
right through the cells containing eggs and 
larve, and another strip or two vertically 
down the comb, thus leaving plenty of 
room for the building of queen-eells, The 
entting of tbe comb should be dono as 
quickly as possible, in order to avoid any 
| possibility of chill to the young larva. ТЕ 
the day is at all chilly it would be best to 
do it in а warm room. 


The prepared frame of eggs and larvo 
‘is now placed in the centre of the brood- 
| nest of No. 1 hive. Prior to the giving of 
this comb the bees in No, 1 were hopelessly 
| queenless, having not only had their queen 
removed, but a hive containing no brool 
nder eight days old. They will therefore 
be just in the condition to go to work to 
form queen-cells on the edges of the pre- 
pared comb. 


In ten days’ time the queen-cells should 
be nearly ready to hateh. Examine the 
comb to see how many good cells aro avail- 
able, and after preparing the requisite 
number of nucleus hives, less one, or de- 
stroying the queen in hives it is wished to 
requeen, come back to No. 1 and eut out 
carefully with a sharp thin-bladed pen- 
knife all the cells but о Then, after 
putting each in a '' West Il-proteetor, 
insert in the centre of each nucleus or 
queenless hive and leave to hatch out. 
Examine in two or three days’ time to see 
if young qneens are hatched. If so, leave 
for week or ten days, according to woa- 
ther, and examine again to see if they aro 
mated and laying. 


If it is very early in the season or the 
weather is doubtful, it is advisable to in- 
troduee the cells into the nucleus hives 
rather than de-queen hives for the purpose, 
as it entails less loss of time and bees in 
ease the queens failed to mate, which is 
often tho case in early spring. 


THE DOOLITTLE METHOD, 


As indicated, if queens are required in 
large numbers it is advisable to adopt tho 
* Doolittle '' principle of artificial queen- 
cups. These cups may be purchased ready- 
made from the appliance dealors. 


The only other tools required are a trans- 
ferring needle and a jelly-spcon, which also 
can be procured from the appliance-dealors, 
or may be made out of knitting-needles by 
slightly flattening the ends. 

Having made sufficient cell-cups and 
placed them on bars the beekeeper is ready 
to commence rearing operations. Hive No. 
lis prepared in the same manner as stated 
for the Stewart system, and after removing 
the top box with queen, ete., to new stand 
No. 3, roturn to No. 1 and place а frame 
containing one or more cell-bars with cells 
Tight into the middle of the brood-nest, 
and lenve for a few honrs for the bees to 
‘liscover their queenlessness and to warm 
and polish up the cell-cups given.

With one's back to 
the window, so that the light may shi 
directly into tho cells of the brood-frame, 
remove the royal jelly from ono of the 
queen-eells with the jelly-spoon and divide 
it among the queen-cups, placing a portion 
about the size of a pinhead into the bottom 
of each eup. 


Ono queen-cell usually provides about 
enough jelly for a bar of eups—say, twelve 
to fourteen, With the transferring-needle 
now very carefully remove n tiny larva 
from a worker brood-cell, place it on the 
spot of royul jelly, and continue until yon 
have tenanted all the cups, when the bar 
should be quickly taken ont and placed in 
the holding-frame of hive No. 1 from which 
it was taken. Leave it there for the bees 
to carry on the work. Return the original 
frame of brood to bive No. 2 from wi 
you borrowed it. Next day Inok into No. 1 
and see how many cells have been accepted. 


In ten days" time these cells should be 
almost ready to hatch, when it will be 
necessary to prepare nucleus bives as 


stated in connection with the Stewart plan, 
and to give to each а West cell-protector 
containing one of these ripe cells, 


If many young queens are needed it is 
advisable to prepare a succession of No. 1 
hives, and as some bees are better at ne 
ecpting queen-cellx than others, it is a good 
plan to piek hives for the purpose whose 
bees show a tendeney to build a number 
of natural qneen-eups, as they usually ae 
cept grafted cells readily. | 


The day after the grafts aro given to No, 
1 the queen-eells started may be removed 
and given to any other queenless hive, or 
Placed in а well-populated super above the 
exeluder on a queemright colony, providi 
tare is taken to wer that the queen ју 
kept below the excluder. The bees of thie 
hive will carry on the work pnd finish the 
fel.

GENERAL. 


Tn either system of queen-rearing when 
preparing No.1 hive by placing the queen 
above the excluder, it often happens that 
the bees form queen-cells on the broad 
frames in the bottom body box. When, 
therefore, the top box with the quoe ia 
removed on the eighth day to a new stand 
it is necessary to search carefully and re- 
move any such queen-cells that may have 
been formed, or one's queon-rearing efforts 
will be a failure, 


It only remains to be snid that the best 
results are obtained during a good hone: 
flow. If no honey is coming in it is ad 
able to feed heavily,—Journal of Agricul-

Boes are changing hands in every part 
ot the district, and keepers of bees are 
diminishing in number, while on the other 
hand the number of commercial beekeepers 
is growing. Rumour has it that Mr Lenz

We are very pleased to Jearn that in all 
probability the Wellington distriet will 
shortly have the service of two more apiary 
inspectors. We also learn that the De 
partment is prohibiting the use of petrol 
tins as honey containers for next season. 
Present prices, we believe, for 601b tins 
aro 25/- per doz in Auckland nnd 24/- per 
dozen in Christehureb, These prices aro 
prohibitive, and unless the IT.P.A. сав pro 
cure them for their shareholders at à con- 
siderably lower figure there is a danger of 
many putting part of their erop up in 
petrol tins and selling it on the local mar- 
ket, There is absolutely no reason why 
tin should be such a price in New Zealand. 
At present it is more than double the pri 
ruling in Australia; therefore we venture 
to think it will pay the H.P.A. to import 
tin plates from Australia and have the 
samo made up for their shareholders. 


Reports indicate that the number of colo- 
nies in this district will be increased by 
about one-third next season, We learn that 
ап аріату is to be established on the re-

"The annual meeting of the Wairaraps 
Beekeepers’ Association was attended by 
halt its members, all the largest commercial 
men being present.

In my last report T commented on the dry

nearly a week, Of course there was much 
more on the hills, Since then we have 
had rain on and off for about a fortnight, 
and the ground has had a good soaking.

locate his hives upon. The proposition is 
во iniquitous that I am surprised any body 
of men could support such a suggestion.

this measure; but notwithstanding this a 
committee was appointel to draft а Bill 
and it was reported that the Solicitor- 
General and the Director of the Department 
of Agriculture, Dr Reakes, were not averse 
to supporting it. Tt, therefore, remains for 
all farmers, orchardists, anil reasonable bee 
keepers to oppose such an outrageous mea 
sure in every legitimate way possible. I 
shall refer to the matter again as occasion 
requires—Cutting from Auckland Weekly 
News, 3rd July, 1919.

the boney was perfect. Unfortunately one 
number had а lot of honey fermented, and 
this is not being sold under our name. The 
market over here is flooded just now with 
honey, some speculators having lost fortunes 
amd gone through the mill, and, conse- 
quently, with inereased sugar imports, the 
bottom has more or less dropped out. Major 
Norton tells us that he is getting 2/6 to 
3/- a dozen (pound pots) moro for N.Z. 
honey than any other honey is selling at, 
in consequence of ovr having got a good 
name aud an established footing with 
good houses. They won't look at anything 
else when N.Z.H.P.A. is to be got. I saw 
our honey on sale at Exeter when on a 
visit there—quite an attractive display in 
the grocer's window. 


I had a rather interesting experience 
some little time ago. T was told of a large 
apinry at Buckfastleigh, and some of us 
сусјед out one afternoon, The place is 
past Totnes, up the River Dart, the bees 
being kept by monks at Buckfast Abbey. 
They have about 100 colonies, kept ns up 


to date as any that T have ever seen at 
home. 


Tho control of Isle of Wight disease is 
what interested me most. They have been 
able to save their bees when nearly all 
others have died out, and do a first-clase 
trade in selling nuclei and shook swarme, 
Nuelei sell at £2 10s. per türee-frame 
strength. The man in charge said that 
they had bad losses, bnt more among the 
black bees and gave the Ttalians credit 
for being more immune. They spray dis- 
infectants on and about the hives after the 
bees have made a cleansing flight, the 
spores of the disease being spread throngh 
the exereta. 


Another point of interest was their 
methods of queen-rearing, fhe cells being 
kept in incubators between the time of 
capping und batehing. 


Tho hive I have at the school is doing 
famously- fact, preparing to swarm, 
To-morrow, if warm enough, I am giving 
a demonstration in grafting queen-cells. 
The bees are the quietest T have over seen: 
veils and smoke are not needed, and so 
far no one has been stung, T wonder would 
they act the samo in Taranaki? 


Well, 1 expect to be sailing end of June 
or the beginning of July, and intend to 
have a trip to Scotland first if leave will 
allow, At Enster a friond and self сусјед

Sir—I would just like to emphasise а 

timely remark of Mr. Penny's in your last 
issue, and опе which T think should appea) 
to all sbareholders of the A.P.A, as being 
unfair, and that is the fact that the North 
Island is now only represented by two 
directors, Firstly, I would like to refer 
to the determined attempt iu the South 
to bring this state of affairs into existence 
rior to the last adjourned annual meeting, 
Whether this was the direct intention of 
the southern shareholders as a whole or the 
result of wilful misrepresentation we who 
live so far away ean only make a guess, 
I have unfortunately to record the fart 
that certain directors of our Company have 
been subjected to very unfair criticism, and 
certain statements which were made at 
different centres in the South Island where 
meotings were convened were positively 
untrue. An apology having been forth- 
coming in the particular instance whero a 
southern member of the directorate is con- 
cerned, I beg leave to present the most 
prominent features of unfairness as they 
appear to me, and which concerns the nor- 
thern directors particularly. It will be 
remembered that during May last several 
meetings were held nt various places in 
the sonth, and at these certain reflections 
were (ast upon, the northern directors 
which were quite unfair and uncalled for. 
Whether we have been guilty or not of any 
maladministration, I do not wish to discuss 
here, but I will say that we should be 
given an opportunity of refuting such un 
just misrepresentations as have been sown 
broadcast by an irresponsible individual or 
individuals. The Conference of share- 
holders held annually at Wellington is just 
the place to ventilate any supposed or real] 
grievances, and no one would be placed at 
any disadvantage by making good use of 
the opportunity so afforded; but a vast 
amount of gool would come of having all 
misunderstandings thrashed out. Any per 
son or persons desiring a seat on th» 
dircetorate, or for other private reasons, 
such as prejudice, could in a short space 
of time suw the seed of distrust of the 
northern members without their knowledge.

First, let mo say to Mr. Clayton if he 
cannot recommend a better melter than 
the old type that nearly all beckeepers of 
а few years experience have laid aside, 


d|he had better stand aside with his pot 


melter, and leave the field of progress to 
those who are more progressive. Ono or 
two said it was not fast enough. To these 
I would say in answer, if it did not come 


-|up to what you expected, what are the 


conditions yon worked under? Lf you havo 
put it through faster in any other melter, 
and compare with the following: Were the 
combs cold nnd partly granulated? Was 
it summer or winter? Was it done with 
steam generated indoors or outdoors? and 
was it n type of melter that will do its 
best work at the start? For these are tho 
conditions I worked under: First, the mol- 
ter as used was not put to a test of fast 
work, as I do not recommend it with an 
indoor boiler for wholesale comb melting 
for this reason: the construction of the 
melter is not perfect to get the full ad- 
vantage of the lamps used, but is perfect 
to get the full advantage of an out-door 
boiler. The reason it does not get the 
best possible advantage of lamps I will 
explain later, as I have now a molter to 
get the full benefit of the lamps indoors 
(as the melter demonstrated does not do 
this); but on the other hand, it is as a 
combined melter as good or better in this 
respect as any other melter known. I have 
another melter in view that I know will 
give moro satisfactory results as a com- 
biued melter; but the one I demonstrate, 
to show it at its best, wants a good 
volume of steam through it from an out- 
door boiler; and with regard to working 
the wax and honey, it comes up to its best 
after un hour or two from starting; then 
the trough is heated in all parts, and gives 
better results. The little I put through it— 
anyone who stood near would observo that 
it did not more than a-quurter fill it, aud 
did not cover half the available melting 
surface, but it condensed practically all 
the steam. Now then, fill it up and give 
more steam, and you will sce it going as 
fast again at least, but moro lightly—twice 
that, as the combs with more weight on 
them between the wedged surface would 
melt proportionately quicker; во if you 
want to melt up a crop of non-extractable 
honey, I ean honestly say you will not get. 
as good a machine as this теМог, taking 
into consideration all desirable points, Mr.

As you know, owing to the great searcity 
of tin plate, petrol tins have been allowed 
to be used during the last year or two for 
the export of honey, provided, of eourse, 
that proper lids were supplied. 


This concession has only been made from 
season to sonson. T now find that the 
quotations for good export tins are as fol- 
lows 


Auckland, 25/- per dozen. 
Christchurch and Dunedin, 24/- per 
dozen, both with a falling tendency 
There will, therefore, be no justification 
whatever for the relaxation of the regula 
tions for the season 1920. 


T was recently at tho Palmerston North 
Show, and found that one of the export 
cases entered for competition contained 
two tins, both of which were prominently 
branded ‘Big Tree Benzine. urposely 
Stood near this exhibit for nearly one hour 
listening to the remarks made by the visi- 
tors, "Tho packing of honey in petrol tins 
met with very severe condemnation indeed;

At the recent conference you mentioned 
that the Auckland Commissioner of Crown 
Lands bad stated they could not allot 
apiary sites whieh had been reserved be- 
cause they were waiting for tho Agricul 
|tural Department to recommend regula- 
| tions. 

I was sure that this was incorrect, and 
on making inquiries T find that suggestions 
were made by our Auckland officer anl 
were submitted to the Lands Department 
by this office. They were as follows:— 

1. ‘(The lessee sball within ono year 
from the dates of tho lease establish 
upon the land not less than onies of 
bees, and within two years from the date 
of the least not less than 50 colonies in 
all, and shall thereafter at all times 
during the term of the lense maintain 
upon the land not less than 50 colonies 
in all, and manage and work tho Innd 
under his own personal conduct and 
supervision as an apiary according to tho 

hest principles of beekeeping and to the 
satisfaction of the apiary experts of the 

Department of Agrienlture. 

“<Any failure to do so will be treated 
asa breach of tho conditions of the lease, 


rendering it liable to forfeiture. 


** Applicants will bo required to pro: 
duce evidence that they have previously 
been practically engaged in beekeeping, 
or that they have undergone a full course 
of instruction in tho sam 
Т promptly recommended tho adoption of 

the above, and the Lands Department was 

informed of this on the 17th February last.
